seaport on mule back, and be enjoys 
the weekly trip to the village. 
But such people cannot develop a 
country, because they are too busy en­ 
joying life. 
The Idea of the govern­ 
ment is to induce Immigration of ex- 
periem cd farm ers from the south of 
Lu rope, who are also hard workers, 
assign them land, secure 
them 
in 
their title, and even assist them with 
implements and seed for the first few 
years, 
As white men 
these people will 
soon disappear, as white

bound to do in the tropics, but their 
children will mix with Ute brown n a ­ 
tives, and this m ixture makes a strong
